THE LEGACY OF’ HIROSHIMA, 
by Edward Teller, with Allen 4 . 
Brown. Professor Edward Teller, ; 
the nuclear scientist who was a 
prominent figure in this country’s 
development of the hydrogen bomb, 
is today the chief protagonist of a 
“hard” line on nuclear testing 
and armaments. His expressed 
view in this book is that the U.S. 
should not have suspended nuclear 
tests since the fall-out danger is 
exaggerated, and he believes, more-" 
over, that we should be willing to 
face the prospect of an all-out nu-_ 
clear war.

Arthur Mizener’s THE FAR 
SIDE OF PARADISE, published in 
1951, is probably still the most 
brilliant and intensive interpreta- 
tion of Fitzgerald and hig writing. 
However, Andrew Turnbull has 
just come out with a very- accurate 
biography; SCOTT FITZGERALD: 
A Life. The Turnbull family were 
at one time on very friendly terms 
with Fitzgerald, which enables the 
author to write on a more personal 
basis. Also, he includes phases of’ 
Fitzgerald’s life which Mizner 
ommited out of discretion — par- 
ticularly the Sheela Graham en- 
tanglement. Altogether inclusive 
and illuminating. ;

Stopped in their first effort 
‘to have all bond issues put 
on one ballot in November, 
members of the party switch- 
ed strategy. A bill was intro- 
duced by an influential Re- 
publican which called for all 
four proposed bond issues to 
be put on the June ballot, and 
for transfer of the $100 million 
aged housing bond measure 
of 1961 from the November to 
the June ballot. Demand was 
made that the Democratic ad- 
ministration accept this pro- 
posal, as the price for the 
necessary two-thirds vote 
needed for final passage in 
the assembly.

If aphis ate weeds instead 
of rose juice, we would have 
the cleanest garden patches 
in the world. However, they 
don't and you're forced to 
either live with them or pick 
up something to eradicate the 
critters. We hope you'll pick 
uo this something at our joint 
along with a sprayer and any 
other essentials of the garden 
patch. 

Aphis food comes in three 
types, all of which appear on 
radio and television or tucked 
away in your favorite garden 
magazine. The duster or puf- 
fer variety requires only a 
light squeeze to operate. Oth- 
ers such as Malathion sprays 
are easily mixed with water 
and applied with a hose spray- 
er. The real lazy way is the 
push button spray which re- 
quires a gentle push of the 
right forefinger. They also 
come in left hand models. 

If your plants have no a- 
phis they must be in an un- 
healthy condition and should 
be fertilized at once. Don’t 
put this off too long because 
summer will soon be here and 
it will be too late to raise a 
satisfactory insect crop. Ca- 
mellias should be fertilized 
also because everyone says 
so, and besides it’s the right 
time to do it. 

If your snails are looking 
thin this year, be sure and 
plant a few of the annual foods 
which they enjoy. Available 
is a varied diet of zinnia, as- 
ter, vinca, mariqold,and dwarf 
dahlia. If your snails prefer 
the shade, use red salvia, be- 
gonia, or impatiens - with a 
filler of ajuga.

Rated as perhaps the fastest 
tier in the business, Wiley has all 
the potential to eventually move 
into the nation’s top roper’s spot. 
While in Porterville, he is prac~ 
ticing daily at the Roundup arena, 
east of town. 

‘What makes a top roper? Ac- 
cording to Wiley it’s the horse 
andthe ‘luck of the draw.” 

Concerning the latter, Wiley 
cavs that a hard-running, kicking 
calf is the toughest to make points 
on: if a roper draws several tough 
calves in a row, he may “look 
had’, and seem to be in a slump, 
but if he draws a series of ‘‘good” 
calves, the roper may ‘‘get hot”’ 
and roll up points — and money. 
(In national professional cowboy 
standings, each dollar of prize 
money won gives the cowboy one 
noint.) 

Concerning the horse, Wiley 
savs the best roper in the world 
-an’t win without a top horse un- 
der him. Wiley recently purchas- 
od a roping horse in Texas for 
@1.000:; the first time out with 
this horse —— at Phoenix, Arizona, 
he won $1,300; this is the horse 
ho used at Springville. 

The biggest single rodeo ‘win- 
ning that Wiley has racked up is 
¢1.350; on several occasions he 
has won $1,300 in a single show. 
But there have been other shows 
when the luck of the draw was 
against him, or a little bobble 
cost him a fraction of a second — 
and his only pay was the applause 
of the crowd.
